Greenbaum is a goad deal of an ex- 
perimentalist in pairt, and therefore 
his method of work has changed much 
from his method of five years ago. 
He has discarded the dark brown 
hues so dear to the heart of his alma 
mater—Munich—su batituting fresh 
and pure broken color.

THE SELF, THE SOUL. 


Every Act ts Linked with Its Pur- 
pose and We Have no Right to Ask 
Its Causes. 
{Hugo Munsterberg, in the Nort 
American Review:] As soon as pur- 
posive psychology is acknowledged as 
a full-fledged science we cannot go 


very far without discovering that it 
leads us straight to the old idea of 
the soul. We understar’ the mean- 
ing of a thought or memory or will 


re- lact by linking it with the aim toward 


which it points, and this Inner for- 
ward movement is understood as the 
act of a self. What do we know of this 
self? One thing above all—it is per- 
free. We saw that in this 
whole world of meaning everything 
is completely understood as soon as 
every act is linked with its purpose, 
hence We have no right at all to ask 
for causes. It has no subconscious 
causes, and it has no brain causes. 
The mere inquiry after its causes 
would falsify ite status. It has not 
causes any more than it has weight” 
or color. Its whole reality Hes in its 
purposiveness, and this detachment 
from any possible cause, this com- 
pleteness in iteelf, is the fundamental 
freedom of the self which stamps it 
as a soul. 
Moreover, for the casual psycholo- 
subcon- 
scious or of the physiological temper, 
mental life is a multitude of elements. 
The parte of mind are externally 
linked, but they remain separate men- 
tal atoms. In the world with which 
the purposive psychologist is con- 
cerned one act is internally bound up 
with another, one idea means another, 
one thought refers to another, and 
every single act points backward to 
the self which expresses ite meaning 
In ite purposive deeds. This is a self 
which is not a mere pile of psychical 
doings, but which really asserts itself 
as the same in every new act. Every- 
thing which springs from it is in- 
volved in its selfhood. 
This soul, finally, cannot be depend- 
ent upon the beginning and the end, 
upon the days and the hours of the 


gang determine the selection of ob- 
jects toward which it takes its atti- 
tudes, but the soul is neither in the 
time nor in the space of the physical 
melecules# If we suriously ask, “How 
can we describe the soul’ we must 
learn to recognize the absurdity of, 
the very question.

Alimony for Husbands? 


HE first nine States in this list not 
only are at the head of the column in 
their own division, but occupy the same 
order in the whole United States. The 
census experts say that the variations 
between different sections of the country 
must be accounted for by the composi- 
tion of population as regards race or na- 
tionality, the proportion of immigrants 
in the total population and the countries 
from which they came; the relative 
strength of the prevailing religions; the 
variations in divorce laws and in the 
procedure and practice of the courts 
granting divorce; and the interstate mi- 
gration of population, either for the pur- 
poseof obtaining divorce or ot her reasons.
